Two 
especially lovely cities: were Molde 
and Kristiansund, and the careful 
planning and‘ rebuilding after the 
war, and the many parks, flowers 
and views, makes these two cities 
particularly outstanding. 


The trip across the North Sea 
from, Bergen to Newcastle on the 
new Norwegian ship, the “Venus,” 
was very ‘enjoyable, and the sea 
was ‘quite calm. In Edinburgh, the 
Annual Festival of Music and Dra- 
ma was in progress and there is a 
great deal of activity and enter- 
tainment for tourists during that 
time. The- many concerts, operas, 
ballots and plays presented draws’ 
great crowds, and makes its diffi- 
cult to obtain tickets.
